We are pleased to learn that the now 
completed beautiful art gallery of Hon. E. 
B. Crocker, of Sacramento, isto be opened 
to the public this week, while the State 
Agricultural Fair is in successful pro- 
gress, at a small charge, for the benefit 

-of the Orphan Asylum of the capital. 
We hope it will be thronged during all 
“the days it shall be open; both for the 
sake of the asylum and for the sake of 
art. There is no other gallery of art on 
this coast which in general excellence 
approaches this; though even this is not 
-eomplete in all its departments. It is 
_4ime that more attention was paid than 
there is, to art-culture on the part of the 
“young and the old among us. The re- 
finements of society do not flourish 
where there is no regard for the fine 
arte. 


It is probable that the feeling of race, 
developing at the South the last few 
months, had something to do with the 
movement, last week, in New Orleans 
to put out the Kellogg state govern- 
ment and put in the McEnery govern- 
ment. The wrongs and wickednesses of 
Kellogg and his men seem to have been 
many, and these acts were made the 
pretects for the revolution by which the

If the 
beasted “ science ” of our time can find 
no better original of all things than 
materialistic pantheism, reached, tried, 
and found wanting several times in the 
ages gone, it might as well give up the 
ship, and drop anchor under the lee of 
the next huge iceberg that floats down 
from the polar regions of mystery and 
myth. What a lame and impotent con- 
clusion of a long life and an amazing 
amount of study. Is“ science” thus to 
overcome us?

September 8th, 1874, a National Tem- 
perance Camp Meeting at Old Orchard 
Beach, Me. opened under very flatter- 
ing auspices, about one thousand people 
‘being present. The gathering was sim- 
ply a prolonged temperance meeting, 
pure and simple, with no political signif- 
icance whatever. A band of crusaders 
was on the ground, the meeting was as 
much a Christian as a temperance gath- 
ering, (and was an effort to set on foot 
a revival in temperance similar to those 
in the churches. From Gov. Dingley’s 
address of welcome we make the follow- 
ing extract : “It is less than seventy- 
five years since the first pledge was 
signed, only sixty-six fyears since the 
first temperance society was} organized, 
only fifty since the subject was general- 
ly and seriously considered, only forty 
since the first National Temperance 
Convention was held, only twenty-three 
since the first Maine law was enacted, so 
that practically the movement is but 
forty years old, and its success in that 
time has been truly marvelous. 
Only half a century ; ago ‘drinking 
habits were nearly universal, the sale of 
liquors as unrestricted as the necessities 
of life, and drunkenness so common as 
not to cause a remark. To-day drink- 
ing has ceased to be fashionable, tip- 
pling-shops are prohibited, and, outside

tricts, which comprise three-fourths of 
the State, and a large portion of the 
people are total’abstainers, That this 
progress is real, that secret drinking has 
not simply taken the place of open 
drinking, is shown by the fact that an 
encampment’ of nearly a thousand vol- 
unteer State militia was held within a 
few days near one of our largest cities, 
for four days, and though visited by 
thousands, less than a dozen cases of in- 
toxication had arisen in or near the 
grounds.” 


Guizot, on the whole, the greatest, 
most learned, and best man of France of 
this century, a distinguished statesman 
and author, died at his residence in Val- 
richer, France, on the 13th inst., at the 
age of 87. At the time of his death he 
was at work on a history of Spain, simi- 
lar to that which he had written of 
France. He hoped to live to complete 
the history of Spain, but he did not ex- 
pect to live long enough to undertake 
any other great work after that. It is 
possible that the work is so far along 
that some other hand may finish it, 
though the touch of no other hand 
could-be exactly like his. Of so long, 
so busy, and so useful a life as his, no fit 
record is possible. Here are some facts 
from the encyclopedias: ‘* He was born 
of a Protestant family in Nismes, Octo- 
ber 4th, 1787. His father, a distinguish- 
ed lawyer, died on the scaffold in 1794, 
Young Guizot was taken to Geneva, 
where he received a.classical education. 


He went to Paris in 1805, and was intro- |. 


duced by the Minister of Switzerland to 
influential persons in the literary world. 
At Suardi he become acquainted with 
Mlle. Pauline de Meulan, whom, al- 
though she was fourteen years his senior, 
he married in 1812. He had already 
published a dictionary of French syno- 
nyms, and a critical essay on the “ De 
P etait Beux Arts en France.’ He 
next engaged in preparing a revised 
translation of Gibbon’s “ Decline and 
Fall of the Roman Empire,” assisted 
by his wife. The same year he was 
appointed assistant Professor of His- 
tory at the Sorbonne. He was ap- 
pointed Secretary-General of the De- 
partment of the Interior in 1814; of 
Justice in 1815 ; Master of Requests in 
1816, and Couselor of State in 1817. 
He was Minister of the Interior in the 
first cabinet appointed by Louis Philippe. 
October 11th, 1832, he entered the coali- 
tion ministry and was placed at the head 
of the Department of Pubiic Instruction. 
February 9th, 1840, he was appointed 
Minister to Great Britain. Whena new 
cabinet was formed, the last of Louis 
Philippe’s reign, the real head of it was 
Guizot, Minister of Foreign Affairs. 
After the revolution of 1848, satisfied 
that his political career was at an end, 
he applied his attention altogether to 
literary pursuits. 


Religious Excitement of the White- 
field, Wesley, and Edwards Type. 


Whitefield, preaching to the colliers 
in Kingswood, near Bristol, was heard 
two miles away, and it was a common 
thing that he was heard at a distance of 
one mile. In preaching, he often became 
much excited, would weep, gesticulate, 
and groan. An English non-conformist, 
who heard him often, called him “honest, 
crazy, confident Mr. Whitefield.” Dod- 
dridge spoke of him as a “flaming ser- 
vant of Christ.” Edwards in conversa- 
tion with him objected to his “impulses,” 
thereby offending Whitefield. 

Yet Edwards sometimes wept much 
while preaching, and used the most 
vivid, startling, and even shocking ex- 
pressions that he could command, 
Wesley, too, belonged to the same 
school, and vied with Whitefield in his 
demonstrativeness. The effect of such 
preaching was to produce an intense ex- 
citement in those who listened. Men, 
women, and children fainted under the 
preaching of Whitefield, When Ed. 
wards preached his sermons: “ Sinners 
in the hands of an angry God,” and, 
“ Their feet shall slide in due time,” his 
hearers groaned, shuddered, fainted, and 
seemed as if their feet were already 
sliding into the bottomless pit, to escape 
which they clutched the pillars and 
walls of the church, 

Granting the inestimable service these 
men rendered to humanity and the cause 
of religion, it- is a@ legitimate inquiry 
whether in its methods their preaching | 
was in harmony with the spirit and 
teachings of the gospel. To which we} 
reply that, in our view, no passage of 
Scripture can be construed as giving 
countenance to wunnaturainess in religion. 
It is not for any one to say to another 
how deeply he shall feel the truth, nor 
how vividly he shall paint it, provided 
the expression shall be truthful. Nor 
can any one fix the limita of religious 
excitement in those who hear, only by 
saying that their demonstrations should 


ing upon the heart, unbapporsd by 
subterfuge, oratorical trickery, and 
shams of every sort. The getting up of 
excitement, the shedding of crocodile 
tears, shouting and groaning of speak- 
ers and hearers for the sake of ore 
excitement, is to the last “degree u 
scriptural. 

The preaching of’ the eminent minis. 
ters we have referred to, evidently was 
not of this ‘unscriptural stamp. They 
believed with an intetisity-few preachers 
of the present day seem to believe; there- 
fore they spoke. fervently and plead 
tearfully. They saw spiritual ‘things ; 
they saw God ; they came to. their con- 
gregations with the power of God resting 
upon them. Therefore, their preaching 
produced a marvelous,and immediate 
effect. Besides this, the timp was ripe 
for such pungent. preaching. » Men were 
hungry for the word they brought, A 
cold formation enveloped them, and 
when these preachérs breathed upon 
them the warm, glowing spirit of God, 
an enthusiasm and excitement.of no or- 
dinary degree took possession of them. 
It is evident, therefore, that the excite- 
ment that attended the labors of these 
great men was for the most part natural 
and therefore scriptural. 

Not unfrequently ministers at the 
present day, bewailing the low state of 
piety in their congregations, imagine 
that the fault is their own because of 
their undemonstrativeness, Consequent- 
ly they attempt to put more fire into 
their words, when they ought to fill their 
souls with divine fire. They call in a 
professional evangelist, and judge of his 
or her success by the noise and tears of 
the congregation. The times of a White- 
field cannot be reproduced, The preach- 
ing of an Edwards cannot be copied. 
Religious*excitement, if it comes, must 
not be like that of the last century, but 
belonging to the present; and he who 
would preach effectively must preach 
naturally, whether he preach with pathos 
or with burning words, He must be 
endued with power from on high, and 
preach, not as. though he believed his 
message, but preach believing it. He 
must seek not only to win souls, but 
also to edify the church of Christ. And 
he must not only preach, but also ex- 
hibit in his 2éfe the doctrines and spirit 
of the Gospel. Such an one will be an 
effective minister of Christ, and need 
make no effort to imitate Edwards, 
Whitefield, or Wesley.

There is hardly a grace of christian 
character, or a disposition of the human 
heart, that is of such price in God’s 
sight as the spirit of humility. He has 
expressed his appreciation of it by mani- 
fold utterances in his word. He holds 
ap before it a special Reritage of promo- 
tion and exaltation. He waits for it as 
an indispensable condition of his favor 
and blessing. Forever it is written that 
* God resisteth the proud, but giveth 
grace to the humble.” | 

How can God permit us to walk with 
him in privileged fellowship, except in 
the exercise of this spirit of humility, 
We could not enter the presence of our 
earthly prince, keeping our head erect, 
our frame unbending, and*a haughty 
look, and yet expect a welcome. The 
man there on the throne is of no better 
clay than we, but before the dignity of 
his estate and the idea of sovereignty as 
enshrined, in him, we bow down and do 
reverence. How, then, can we venture 
before the immeasurable heights of 
God’s being and place, with no attitude 
of deference and obeisance! We are 
‘of yesterday ”’; he is “ the ancient of 
days.”

Shall 
we hail him as a man does his familiar 
comrade, calling him by his abbreviated 
name, slapping him on the shoulder and 
passing an arm through his for a walk 
together with equal footsteps? The 
favor of fellowship with him God gives 
only to “the humble.” 

But then we are not unstained and 
pure. If it were so, we should need to 
remember that the heavens are not clean 
in his sight, and that he charges his an- 
gels with folly. But it is not so. We 
must come unto him for the grace of 
pardon. And in what attitude can we 
ask for such a favor? Standing on our

lids into his facef? Could we take any 


other posture than that of the publican 
when he would not so much as lift his 
eyes to heaven, but smote upon his 
breast and cried, “God me be merciful 
to me a sinner” ?

This consciousness of corruption and de- 
filement is unendurable. We want to 
be washed and made inwardly clean. 
Can we ask for that without going down 
on our knees and laying our forehead in 
the dust? We come to him for strength 
to discharge duty, to stand fast in trial, 
to resist and overcome temptation. Can 
we 4pply for such help without confess- 
ing our weakness, frailty, and incon- 
stancy? And can we make such con- 
fession with the air of a man who is 
vaunting his superiority ? We come to 
him for light. Must it not be with a 
lowly acknowledgment of our ignorance 
and short-sightedness. 

What “ grace” ‘can we ask or expect 
except in the exercise of this self-abase- 
ment. God does not wish to see us 
grovel, Know. He wishes-us to under- 
stand the tender pity and free welcomes 
of his fatherly heart. He delights in 
our confiding faith. But it must be al- 
ways with ‘humble boldness” that we 
reach forth our hand to touch his gra- 
cious ‘scepter. We cannot appreciate 
one favor or privilege which he grants 
us unless our hearts are filled with this 
proper spirit of humility. 

And now to me this spirit’ seems the 
easiest and most delightful state of mind 
I am ever called to maintain. I may 
be deeeived, but it seems tc me that I 
love this attitude and feeling of lowli- 


ness before God. What have I to be, 


proud of? Iam nothing but weakness 
and unworthiness. I am willing to be 
nothing. I.want the very lowest place. 
Let him reach down to me when [ lie 
with nothing to recommend me. Let 
him do all his will upon me. I am con- 
tent with his allotments. I have no 
claim. Down in the vale let me walk 
all my days; let me be kept from all self- 
flattery ; and let him bestow his grace 
upon me as an object of his infinite 
charity.

Expensive Caurcn Music NEw 
Yorx.—A New York correspondent of 
the Nashville Christian Advocate has 
carefully compiled a list of the churches 
in New York city which pay large sala- 
ries for their music. He finds that a 
first-class quartette, with an organist, 
costs from $6,000 to $10,000. It costs 
something to have a fashionable choir. 
An ordinary quartette costs $2,500. A 
good tenor, soprano, or contralto, com- 
mands readily $1,000. Some sopranos 
are paid $3,000. Warren, of St. Thomas’ 
Church, stands at the head of choir 
He has $10,000 a year and a 
house. Grace Church pays its musical 
conductor $6,000 a year; out of this 
sum he hires all the help he needs and 
pays himself. One female singer in this 
city has $3,000 for morning and after- 
noon services, and $1,000 extra for sing- 
ing in the evening in another church. 
Trinity Church, though very economical, 
pays $10,000 a year for its music. It 
has a boy-choir of thirty members. 
These ‘are paid a salary and receive a 
complete musical education. Many of 
our fashionable congregations are dis- 
pensing with choirs altogether, and are 


this style of music has its drawbacks 
The First Presbyterian Church, of this 
city, has never had an organ or instru- 
ment of music—the spirit of Robert 
Lennox still abides.

Progress of our Coast. 


[From the Oslifornia Reporter.) 

The arrivals of through passengers by 
the Central Pacific Railroad during the 
month of August were 3931 and the depart- 
ures 2649, a gain to the State of 1282. In 
August of last year the gain was 540. The 
arrivals by way of ocean during August 
numbered 2926, and the departures 1679, a 
gain of 1247. | 

We learn that the Alameda, Oakland and 
Piedmont street railroad will be completed 
to Fasking’s Park, and cars —e by the 
15th of October. Hourly trips will be made 
at first, connecting at Oakland with the 
Brooklyn train. This will give our citizens 
half-hour trips to Alameda. 


It is reported that the Centraland Union 
Pacific Railroads will establish a new line 
of steamships from San Franciso to Japan 
and China. Ifthis is done, the new line 
andghe Pacific Mail Steamship Compan 
can Uraw largely from the tea and silk ak 
fic of the Suez Canal route. 


The “ Russian River Flag” of Healdsburg, 


- gives the following concerning a quicksilver 


mine. J. A. Robertson, of the Oakland mine, 


who made us a call last week, informed us that 
in a run of 26 hours his two bencaes of retorts 
took out eight flasks of quicksilver-sworking, 
of course, on the best ore. The ri k in 
the lode in the lower tunnel is sevel Pwide. 


The Grangers’ Fruit Association Of Cali- 
fornia will hold their annual meeting at 
Sacramento on Wednesday, the 23d inst. 


during the time of the State Fair, instead 
ofthe 16th, as previously reported. We 
learn that the question will be discussed of 
the propriety of sending a special agent to 
Eastern cities, to provide for the disposal 
of the present crop of grapes and late 


pears. 

The “ Mountain Messenger,” of Downieville, 
speaks of the wonderful growth of wild berries 
and seeds in that section, and concludes as fol- 


lows: The Sierra plum, particularly in the 
vicinity of the Downieville Buttes, was never 
more abundant than this season, and they are 
gathered by the bushel. Extensive “plum- 
ming” excursions are made by parties to gather 
this wild fruit, which is considered a table del- 
icacy. The Western Union Company has 
determined to put up a telegraph line to 
Eureka Mills, Quincy, and Greenville, Plumas 
county, and work thereon has already com- 
menced. The line will probably be completed 
by the Ist of October. fm koe 


We have seen at Blake, Robbins & Co’s, 
No 516 Sacramento street, specimens of a 
new patent paper barrel, made of successive 


layers of straw papee board, cemented to- 
gether and pressed. The barrelis perfectly 
cylindrical in form, which gives a large ad- 
vantage in storage over wooden barrels, and 
while the weight is only half the latter, it is 
claimed that it will withstand four times 
the pressure, and can be manufactured 20 
per cent. cheaper. This article is now 
made in Winona, Wis., and Decorah, Iowa, 
and it is proposed to manufacture it here. 


The “* Foot Hill Tidings,” of Grass Valley, 
gives the following items concerning mining 
interests. A blast at the American gravel 


mine near San Juan, in which seven hundred 
kegs of powder were exploded at once, per- 
formed its work to the entire satisfaction of all 
concerned, loosening up gravel enough for a 
three months’ run. It was the largest blast 
ever fired on the ridge———-The Manzanita 
gravel claim near Nevada City temporarily 
stopped piping last week on account of scarc- 
ity of water, and a clean up is being made 
which it is thought will turn out over fifty 
thousand dollars. It is proving to be one of 
the best mines in this vicinity. 

Since our last issue, the price of wheat 
in Liverpool has advanced to ros 4d and 
10s 8d for average California, and there is 


some increase in the amount of shipment 
made, though far the largest portion is be- 
ing stored in warehouses, many of which 
have been built this season. There are 
now about twenty vessels at this port await- 
ing tonnage, most of them expecting car- 
goes of wheat, though there is an increased 
movement in both flour and barley. 

During the first half of the current 
month, seventeen vessels, loaded with 
wheat, cleared from this port. 


The “ Napa Register” thus refers to a new 
enterprise. Near the farm of G. W. Crowley, 
on the east side of the valley, H. Thurston is 
quarrying rock out of the hillside, at an eleva- 


tion of about fifty feet above the plain, that is 
soft enough to be turned into vases for gardens. 
or cemeteries. The material of which they 
are formed is known as fire-rock, and has been 
used for fireplaces in this country for years. 
Mr. Thurston is the first to utilize this rock for 
other purposes, and the vases he makes are 
quite handsome, and sell at from ten to fifteen 
dollars per pair——Twice a week a train of 
loaded grain wagons comes into Napa from 
oe Last Tuesday the procession num- 
bered 46 wagons. 


The annual county fairs of our State 
have thus far proved more interesting than 
during any previous year, and have been 


largely attended. The display of grains 
and choice vegetables has been superior to 
the former standard, and that of fruits ex- 
ceptionally large and fine; while the exhibit 
of manufactured articles and live stock 
has proved very satisfactory. The steady 
improvement in these Fairs is a source of 
congratulation to the people of our State, 
showing as it does the rapid growth and un- 
equaled diversity of California productions. 
The Napa and Solano Fair at Vallejo, last 
week, was pronounced a great success, and 
as we go to press the Stanlslaus Fair is in 
session at Modesto, and the Sonoma and 
Marin Fair at Petaluma, and we receive 
highly favorable accounts from both. 

he State Fair will commence at Sacra- 
mento on Monday, 2!st inst. 


The “ Nevada Transcript ” gives the follow- 
ing encouraging statements concerning the 
mining interests of Nevada Uounty. There 
may be counties where mines are not per- 


manent, and investments in them insecure, but 
it is not the case with this , Soa To-day its 

rospects are brighter t they ever were. 
There has been more gold extracted and more 


money expended this year in opening out and 
devel mines, more ditches dams 
erected, and water rights secured—all for the 
purpose of affording increased facilities for 
mining—thap was ever done in four times the 
same of time since the country was first 
Settled. This season, nearly all the mines of 
the county have yielded large returns. Those 
who have money invested in the mines have no 
desire to withdraw it, but are to 
invest in other mines. The ou argues 
well for the future of the county. 


The “Kern Oo. Courier” advocates. the 
opening of a wagon-road from Bakersfield to 
Santa Barbara, as preliminary to a railroad. 
It says: As soon as the bridge over the 
Buena Vista slough is constructed, there will 
be but sixty miles of the one hundred to con- 
struct. If this road were built, it would soon 
be extensively traveled, It would make Santa 
Barbara the watering-place and summer resort 
for Kern county and Tulare.——Dr. Mix has 
shown us a mass of salt taken from a vast bed 
of this substance, near the mines of Panamint. 
It is largely impregnated with borate of soda, 
and will be of great value ig the working of a 
certain class of silver ores found in the district. 


The “Stockton Leader” has an excellent 
editorial, recommending the planting of shade 
trees along the roads in the Bora It says: 
There is a law in existence which provides 
that the Board of Supervisors shall pay to 
every person who plants trees at the sidqof 
the road, one dollar for each tree, after it 
been planted four years, and is in a thriving 
condition. We presume this law is known 
to but very few persons residing in country 
places, or certainly more trees would be plant- 
ed. If this plan could be generally adopted it 
would effect a vast change in the t of the 
country ; instead of a miserable, dusty road, 
with the sun pouring its hot beams upon the 
defenceless heads of travelers, we should, in a 
few years, have a pleasant road, sheltered on 
either side ; and even if they were of no other 
benefit, there would be a certain amount of 
value in every tree, if only for fire-wood. 


~The “San Jose Mercury” furnishes us 
the annexed items. William Aram, of this 


city, has invented and applidd for a patent 
on a water cooler and filterer,-which will 
be a boon to every family in the land. The 
invention is so simple, so little liable to get 
out of order, so easily repaired, so effect- 
ive, and withal so cheap, that there is no 
longer any excuse for using water in which 
there is the slightest suspicion of impurity. In 
addition to cleansing -and cooling water, this 
apparatus combines a perfect refrigerator, in 
which can be preserved during hot weather 
such articles as are liable to be unpleasant!

The old‘Shep- 
ard orchard, located a few miles below Marys- 
ville, which was purchased by John MclIlmoil 
last spring, has already sold 10,000 boxes of 
fruit, 6,000 of which were shipped to San 
Francisco. There will be about 4,000 more 
boxes to sell, mostly apples, which are said to. 
be the finest in the conntry. 


The “Fresno Expositor ” speaks at some 
length of a fiber-bearing plant which grows 


wild, and abundantly on the plains of that 
region. It says: This — does not begin its 
growth until other wild vegetation has dried 
up, when it comes up and grows thriftily, gen- 
erally growing a foot high, but getting much 
larger on cultivated lands. It dies when rainy 
weather sets in. Our attention was first at- 
tracted to it when riding over the plains in the 
Spring of the year, when the fibers from the 
plant can be seen in big rolls, where it has 
blown 5 having been beaten on by the 
rains of Winter. ‘Theleaves areof a grayish 
color, and the plant is covered over with a 
prickly furze. The fiber is coarse but very 
strong, and would do for manufacturing cloths 
similar to those now made from jute, such as 
bagging and the like. Several gentlemen 
are engaged in damming a number of mountain 
lakes, to secure a large supply of water on 
Dinkey Creek, for extensive lumbering and 
milling pu , and also for irrigation.—— 
The quicksilver mining interests of Fresno 
county seem to be attracting great attention 
at this time. The New Idria and Cerro 
Benito mines are being worked Vaerenny 
and are turning out | quantities of quick- 
silver. Work on the Little Panoche mine is 
being pushed ahead, and prospecting for new 
veins is being pursued by a number of parties. 
In fact, we learn that cinnabar ore has been 
discovered at many points, some of which look 
as though mines of great value would be de- 


veloped. 
The “Sonoma Democrat,” of Santa Rosa, 
has an interesting editorial on the productive- 
ness of Lower Russian River valley, from 
which we extract the following. A field of 
corn on Mr. Laughlin’s place, through a portion 
of which we , will certainly produce 
eighty bushels to the acre. We could not 
reach the tassels from the back of an averaged 
sized horse. There were four and five ears on 
each stalk. Growing among the corn were 
pumpkin vines; great leaves, a foot wide, 
from single stems two feet and a half 
from the ground. Next to this field Mr. 
Nally was harvesting a crop of wheat which 
would average nearly fifty bushels to the acre. 
The bottom lands have been successfully 
cropped without a t decrease of prodac- 
tion. Corn is cultivated, not as with us to 
fallow the land, but to free it from weeds, 
especially the wild mustard, which grows with 
astonishing rapidity. The soil is a vegetable 
mould, friable from an intermixture of sand de- 
posited in successive la from the annual 
overflow of the river. is fertilization will 
continue so long as the nothern stream comes 
laden from its source with the rich washing of 
the surface soil. The bottom lands are’ bor- 
dered on the east by the bluff bank of an in- 
land plain.

Silk Culture. 


Among the varied industries which are 
engaging the attention of Californians, the 
culture of silk is one of the most important. 
The large importations of silk goods show 
the value and utility of silk, and there is no 
reason why it should not be produced and 
manufactured in California as cheaply as it 
can be imported. In southern France 
alone there are 115,000 persons employed 
in weaving silk fabrics, while in both France 


and Italy the raising of silk-worms and the | 


cultivation of mulberry trees has become 
one of their leading specialties, and every 
member of the family is more or less em- 
ployed. In China and Japan, silk culture 
is very extensive, and large quantities of 
raw silk, and eggs for hatching worms, the 
latter worth eight dollars per ounce, are ex- 
ported from those countries to pe and 
America. In the East and South, sericul- 
ture has been engaged in for ten years to 
some extent, and the results of the last 
three years were shown, at the last banquet 
of silk producers in New York, to be very 


gratifying, and the value of the total pro- | 


duct of the United States for 1873 was plac- 
ed at $18,794,000. 

In California, the first experiments in 
silk culture were made some four years 
since, but a thorough trial has only been 
given in the past two years ; and the results 
in various parts of the State have been 
thoroughly successful. There were some 
failures at first, which were due to impa- 
tience, want of care and lack of experience. 
The climate of the interior resembles that 
of Southern Italy, andis more favorabie for 
the growth of both mulberry trees and co- 
coons than that of Japan, China or the 
Eastern States. In Placer, El Dorado, 
Nevada, Calaveras, Sonoma, Santa Clara 
and other counties, a few enterprising per- 
sons are engaged in the business to some 
extent, and all concur in the opinion that 
the prospects for an extensive growth are 
very favorable. 

The mulberry trees are principally of two 
varieties, the japonica and rose-leaf, and 
are very thrifty everywhere; while in the 
northern counties they flourish in a dry 
soil without water except the rainfall. The 
silk-worms occupy about seven weeks in 
hatching, growing to maturity and spinning 
their cocoons, after which they lay their 
eggs for the next season anddie. The silk 
in the cocoon is worth about ten dollars 
per pound, and at the lowest estimate, 1o,- 
000 worms produce one pound of cocoons. 
Mr. B. Bernhard, of Placer County, near 
Auburn, has 1100 mulberry trees, now three 
years old, and over a million of large and 
healthy*worms. The labor of caring for 
the worms has been performed by Mrs. 
Bernhard and her three children, and they 
expect to raise this season 250 pounds of 
cocoons, which when spun will yield 200 
pounds of silk They will realize over 
$2,000—a handsome reward for their in- 
dustry. | 

The greatest care is found necessary in 
hatching the eggs and tending the young 
worms until they become cocoons ; but in 
this State, as elsewhere, children have 
proved to be particularly well-adapted to 
this occupation, which is at once a labor 
and an amusement to them, and interests 
them more than any other employment ; 
and they can learn all the details in two 
seasons. If the unemployed youth of San 
Francisco and the interior could be set at 


work in this and other new industries, the | 


pecuniary profit would be large, and the 
moral influence incalculable. If hoodlum 
hoys and idle girls, and the large number 
of active children who desire in vain some . 
useful occupation, could be engaged in this 


manner, the intelligence, safety and pros- 
perity of our communities would be largely 
enhanced ; while the expenses of poe 
courts, prisons and other machinery for the 
of crime, would be abridged. 

ence the culture of silk becomes not only 
a question of profit, but also of political 
economy. 

The silk manufacturers of California, like 
those of the East, have to import raw silk, 
mainly from China and Japan, and they 
would be glad to purchase the better article 
which can be produced here ; therefore the 
market cannot be over-stocked. Again, a 
large home product would induce a great 
increase in the manufacture of silk —— 
to supply the demand now filled by Euro- 
pean imports, and would thus promote the 
manufacturing interests of our State. 
Hence, in considering the varied branches 
of useful labor which can develop the re- 
sources of California, we know of none 
more promising than silk culture.—{ Califor- 
nia Reporter.
